Trades Union Congress Takes Slap at 
Conscription. 
0 London, Sept. 4.—The parliamentary 
committee of the Trades Union con­ 
gress has issued a manifesto express­ 
ing approval of the efforts the labor 
members in the house of commons 
are making in conjunction with the 
representatives of other parties to 
stimulate recruiting. 
The manifesto states that in the 
event of the voluntary system of mil­ 
itary service proving inadequate the 
need would result in greatly strength­ 
ening the advocacy of compulsory 
service. 
Accordingly the manhood of the. na­ 
tion should rally to the defense of the 
country 
in such numbers 
as “will

ator Thom as of Colorado in a recent 
speech, in which he took issue with 
those who had been criticising the 
dom inance of President Wilson. 
“Ju st as he perceives and assum es 
the responsibility of his great office, 
said Senator Thomas, speaking of the 
necessity of courage in the presidency, 
“will he com m and the confidence and 
receive the support of the people. 
He 
Is a leader of the people, the inter­ 
preter of their needs, the spokesm an of 
their cause.’’ 
The Colorado senator insisted that 
the president was not doing his full 
duty unless he took into considera­ 
tion the needs of the whole country 
and used every endeavor to secure leg­ 
islation which would be for tho gener­ 
al good. 


The Strong Presidents. 
Going further, Senator Thom as said, 
“Who are the great presidents of the 
United 
S tates?’’ 
He said 
th a t he 
m eant those who had stam ped their 
individuality and influence upon na­ 
tional legislation and had proved their 
claim 
to leadership by wisely and 
courageously 
asserting the 
preroga­ 
tives of their office. 
He answ ered his 
own question, saying: 
“We need but nam e Andrew Jack ­ 
son. 
A braham 
Lincoln. 
Theodore 
Roosevelt and Woodrow 
Wilson as 
types of those presidents who, keeping 
close to popular sentim ent, have m ade 
wise and needed legislative reform s 
and have commander!, m uch because 
they have earned 
the' popular 
ap-, 
proval.” 


They Have Become D issatisfisd. 
“Feeling as I do now, I am doubtful 
w hether I should seek a re-election to 
the senate,” w as a rem ark of Jam es 
H am ilton Lewis, senator from Illinois. 
H e com plained of the ineffectiveness 
of the work which a man does in the 
senate. 
There is also a rum or floating 
around th a t John Sharp W illiam s will 
not be a candidate for re-election from 
M ississippi 
W illiam s has been a dis 
appointed m an In the senate and Inti­ 
m ated th at fact in a speech not long 
ago w hen he said th a t he once had 
am bitions tow ard leadership In the sen­ 
ate. 
W illiams, having been m inority 
leader for four years in the house, had 
an idea th at he would be accorded a 
leadership in the senate, but there 
were too m any other men having sim ­ 
ilar am bitions. 


Alabama Interested. 
No other state In the Union has 
shown quite so much interest in the 
general dam bill as the delegation from 
Alabama. 
Under the leadership of 
Underwood the m em bers h are been 
trying to secure legislation which will 
encourage rather than discourage the 
construction of dam s and the use of 
w ater for power, and A labam a feels 
th at It suffered severely by failure of 
the governm ent to allpw a dam to lie 
constructed on one of its rivers in con­ 
sequence of which a large fertilizer 
plant w as not built in Alabam a, but 
was taken to Canada. 
Heflin of Ala­ 
bama in telling of this fact said: 
“So 
here Is a picture of this great Indus­ 
try. but the Industry Is not In Alabam a, 
but is In Canada. 
Your doctrine of 
the federal conservation gives us the 
picture of an industry th at your folly 
drove into C anada.” 


Almost Unsenatorial. 
Senator Page of Vermont strained 
senatorial courtesy not long ago In a 
sharp speech iii the senate. “F or some 
six years,” he said, “I have been labor­ 
ing faithfully in the com m ittee on in ­ 
dian affairs. 
If I should talk about 
w hat I know in connection with that 
com m ittee it would not be creditable 
to som e of the senators from th e Indian 
states.”

alongside the building, and arrange- j 
ments are being made for the dispos- j 
a1 of ashes, so that the side yard will 
be in as good shape 
as the

yard. 
The dirt from th© excavation i 
has been used to till a low corner of 
tbe yard near the sidewalk, thus do­ 
ing away with the unsightly pond 
I which used to form there when the 
snowr melted. 


Some needed repairs 
have 
been 
made to the floor of the bath room, 
and the heating plant has been thor­ 
oughly overhauled and repaired, 
it 
is estimated that with the repairs 
made on the heating plant it will re­ 
quire only about half as much coal 
to warm the building this winter as 
it has taken heretofore. 
The water 
heating plant has been gone over and 
put in good condition. 


All this extra work has been a 
heavy drain on the resources of the 
association, combined as it was with 
the slowing up of interest during the 
summer months, but through it all 
the association has met all its obli­ 
gations, and has kept a substantial 
balance on hand all the time. 
This 
certainly speaks volumes for the ef­ 
ficiency of the men who are in charge 
of the work. 


The association is now ready to 
begin its winter activities and looks 
forward to a most successful season. 
Th© general secretary has announc­ 
ed that every one of the committees 
of the association must be prepared 
o get to work at once and that there 
will be no place for drones. 
The di­
